NEGOTIATIONS 


U.N. move by 15 countries

A resolution sponsored by fifteen 
navons Afnean, Latin - American. 
and the Dutch—calling for direct 
Arab-Isracl negotiations, was tabled 
in the Special Political Committee o! 
the United Nations General Assemb!, 
on Tuesday. 

It declares that the establishment 
of peaceful relations “would do 
much to facilitate ~ the refugee prob 
lem : recalls the Charter of the United 


Nations, which makes the peaccfu! 
solution of all disputes a “ funda 
mental duty of all States who are 
members ~ and refers to United 
Nations’ resolutions calling on both 


parties to settle disputes quickly. 

The SPODSOTS believe that peacetul 
relations would promote the well 
being of all peoples concerned and 
make an “important contribution to 
security in the Middle East 
whole world,” They renew 
Nations’ appeal to all 
concerned to “ under 
take direct negotiations—with the 
assistance of the Palestine Concilia 
tion Commission if they so desire 
with a view to finding a solution 
aceeptable to all parties concerned 
for all questions in dispute between 
them, including the question of Arab 
refugees.”

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE BOND OF LANGUAGE 


ANGUAGE is not merely a 
system of sounds devised as 

a means of communication 

by members of a particular people. 
Its word-pictures and idiomatic 
usages invariably carry overtones 
of significance that are indissolubly 
bound up with their historic 
experiences as a group and their 
characteristic reactions to the prob- 
lems of life. Subtle shades of 
meaning are invariably lost when 
the thoughts of one people are 


translated into the idiom ol 
another. 
This can be clearly seen jn 


the use of the Hebrew language in 
which are embedded the unique 
experiences of the Jewish people. 
It is referred to by the Jew as 
Leshon Ha-Kodesh, the Holy 
Tongue, which already reflects the 
central place which the religious 
experience has in the Hebraic 
mind. It is the language of a 
people that has again and again 
suffered martyrdom for its beliefs ; 
is ijt then possible to convey in any 
other language the mental and 
emotional pictures conjured by the 
Hebrew term for this ultimate 
sacrifice, Kiddush Ha-Shem ? 


‘THE Jew has long lived under 
the critical gaze of a hostile 
world. How logical then, to the 
Hebrew mind, that an act by a Jew 
prejudicial to the good name of 
his people and his faith should be 
termed Chillul Ha-Shem, “a pro- 
fanation of the Name,” literally, an 
“emptying “ of the Divine Name 
of its meaning and value, but 
bearing also in the Jewish mind 
the emotional undercurrent of 
indignation and disgust aroused by 
the betrayal of a trust. 
We follow the faith of Abraham, 
who was charged to instruct his 
descendants “to do righteousness 


and justice”; accordingly, the 
word which in Hebrew usage has 
come to denote the idea of charity, 
has no derivation from the con- 
cept of Rachamim, “ pity,” but is 
rooted in Tzedek, righteousness, 
for to help a fallen brother is but 
a just and right use of the posses- 
sions with which God has blessed 
us. 

The word Rachamim itself does 
not carry the sense of the sympa- 
thetic onlooker which its render- 
ing “pity” seems to imply, but 
derives from Racham, “a womb,” 
indicating the notion of mother- 
love, the feeling of real kinship 
with the sufferer. 

This feeling for the deeper 
shades of meaning that enrich the 
Hebrew terminologies inheres jn 
the Jewish experience of life and 
gives an added dimension to the 
Jewish commentaries on the Bible. 


CASE in point will be found 

in the Sidra of the week. Seek- 
ing to convince his brothers of his 
identity, Joseph tells them: “ Now 
behold, your eyes see . that it 
is my mouth that speaketh unto 
you.” To which Rashi adds -the 
brief comment: Bi-Leshon Ha- 
Kodesh, “in the Holy Tongue.” 
Till now an interpreter had stood 
between them. but this time he 
was addressing them directly in 
Hebrew. But the expression 
Bi-Leshon Ha-Kodesh signifies 
more than the name of a language. 
It is a sacred language, with the 
moral and ethical implications that 
are woven into such a conception. 
According to this interpretation, 
the words are not merely one 
further proof of his identity, but 
rather a reassurance regarding his 
intentions. In his mouth they 
mean: “I am Joseph your brother; 
you need have no fear of my 
vengeance ; | am stil!) the merciful 
son of merciful fathers.”

LORD BOOTHBY TO 
BE CHAIRMAN 


Anglo-Israel Association

Lord Boothby was last week 
elected Chairman of the Council of 
the Anglo-Israel Association in suc- 
cession to Sir Andrew McFadyean. 

Presiding at the annual mecting of 
the Association, held ai the British 
Institute of Recorded Sound (38 
Russell Square, W.C.1), the Israeli 
Ambassador, Mr. Arthur Lourie, 
recalled Lord Boothby’s friendship 
with Dr. Chaim Weizmann and his 
effective support of the Zionist cause 
before the war. 


Mr. Lourie spoke of the “very 
valuable function which the Asso- 
ciation performs in keeping the 
British public imformed of what is 


going on in Israel and maintaining 
a relationship between the State and 
various circles in this country.” 

Ihe Chairman of the Executive 
Committee. Mr. S. S. Hammersley, 
sard that the Association had three 
main activiiies——the provision of 
scholarships to selected graduates of 
English universities who then went 
to Israel to study some aspects of 
life and learning ; financial assistance 
to Israeh students here: and the dis- 
semination of infermation about 
Is ael 

But, said Mr. Hammersley. another 
basic side to the Association's work 
was to help to provide a nucleus of 
educated opmion in this country, 
designed lo appreciate Israels ob- 
lems and, thereby. a nucleus of 
support for the Jewish State. Too 
few people, particularly. he thought, 
in the Jewish community. gave the 
Association the support it required 
and deserved Most of their ichve 
members had borne the respons: bility 
for the Association ever since it was 
formed. and after twelve vears they 
needed new minds and new blood.

THE SCHTRAKS CASE A 
“POLITICAL ISSUE” 


Defence calls three witnesses

Istracl was described as being “in 
the nature of a police State’ by Mr. 
M. A. B. King-Hamilton, QO.C., coun- 
sel representing Shalom Schtraks, who 
on Monday appeared before the 
Chief Magistrate, Sir Robert Blun- 
dell, at Marylebone Road Court on 
4a provisional extradition warrant 
issued at the request of the Israech 
Government, 

This is the first case to be heard 
under the terms of the Extradition 
Treaty between Israel and the United 
Kingdom, signed in October, 1960 

Schtraks, a 22-year-old teacher. of 
Stamford Hill, was arrested at the 
end of August. accused of child 
stealing, wilfully concealing an 
abducted person, and perjury 

The charges had been made against 
him in connection with the disappear- 
ance, two years ago. of his nephew, 
Yossele Schumacher, now aged nine- 
and-a-half years At a previous 


hearing, counsel for the Israchi 
Government, Mr. L. Caplan, QC... 
described the case as one “of reli- 


gious bigotry and fanaticism.” He 
said that the child “was spirited 
away” from its grandparents’ house 
in Jerusalem. 


Extradition opposed 


Opposing extradition of his client, 
Mr. King-Hamilton told the court 
that the case “has become a political 
issue in Israel.” that the boy “ has 
become the symbol of political pres- 
tige and power in the strugele 


between secular and religious 
politicians.” 
“If the offence bas a political 


character.” defence counsel argued, 
“ surrender of the accused for extra- 
dition must be refused.” Mr. King- 
Hamilton recalled the case in 1954 of 
the crew of a Polish fishing-trawler 
who staged a mutiny in British waters 
and locked up their captain. Their 
extradition, requested by the Polish 
Government, was refused by Lord 
Chief Justice Goddard on the grounds 
that the reason tor their action was 
political. 

Mr. Caplan said that the fact that 
the case of the kidnapped boy was 
now a political tssue was irclievant 
to the question of whether a crime 
had in fact been committed, unless it 
could be shown that the alleged 
crime had been committed in connec- 
tion with a political matter 

Counsel for the defence submitted 
that the extradition treaty did not 
apply. in this case, because the British 
Government had not given de jure 
recognition of Israel's sovercignty 
over Jerusalem. 

[Schtraks is wanted for trial in 
Jerusalem and the warrant for his 
extradition was issued by a Jerusalem 
court.] 


Two other treaties 


When the British Government 
gramted de jure recognition to Israel 
an express rFeservation was made to 
that part of Jerusalem occupied by 
israel and to which the Government 
had granted only de facio recogmton 

“That was the policy of the 
Government in April, 1950. and that 
is their policy today.” counsel stated 
He added: “It is established policy 
that on such matters the country and 
the court do not speak with two 
voices.” 

Kine-Hami'ton also pointed 
out that while two other treatres 
between Britain and Isracl one 
1950 on the settlement of financial 
matters, and the other in 1957--had 
specilically referred to Jerusalem, no 
such reference was made in the extra- 
dition treaty If Jerusalem were to 
come into the extradition treaty, he 
said, it would have been specifically 
mentioned

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“YOUTH LACKS KNOWLEDGE 
OF JUDAISM” 


Gentile youth leader’s concern

An appeal to Jewish youth to 
devote more time to acquiring a 
knowledge of its own faith and cul- 
tural heritage was made by a non- 
Jewish youth worker, Mr. Stanley 
Rowe, leader of the Manchester 
J.L.B. and Club, at the 13th annual 
conference of the Members’ Council 
of the Association for Jewish Youth, 
held at the Stepney Jewish Club and 
Settlement on Sunday. 

Mr. Rowe said he was often 
ne to find that when his best 
club members went on to university 
they knew so little about Judaism 
and the historical and cultural back- 
ground of Anglo-Jewry. He had 
himself studied this subject, and 
found it fascinating. Though he was 
entirely in favour of a Jewish youth 
club mixing as a unit with the wider 
community (through combined sport- 
ing activities, for example), the unit 
had to be knowledgeable. Even a 
sports meeting provided an oppor- 
tunity for discussion and ™ inter- 
change work.” There was no point 
in staging a “ get-together” merely 
for its own sake. 


Almost a Jew 


Having devoted himself so whole- 
heartedly to the Jewish community 
during the past cight years that he 
is Now practically accepted as a Jew, 
Mr. Rowe felt at liberty to point 
out—more in sorrow than in anger— 
some of Anglo-Jewry's present fail- 
ings. He gave as examples the 
failure of the community to value 
voluntary social workers, and the 
tendency on the part of Jewish 
parents to dissuade their children 
from taking up social work as a 
career. 

Discussing club work generally, 
Mr. Rowe appealed to the members 
to take the problems of youth into 
their own hands instead of looking 
to the “grown-ups” to solve them. 
It was often thought—and mistakenly 
so—that adults alone were capable 
of coping with the problems of 
young people. It should be realised 
that club members could do much to 
help other youngsters by offering 
friendship and sympathy. 


In an open forum, Mr. Alan 
Greenbat, Warden of the Victoria 
Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs, said that the 
club which attracted older members 
was usually the one where the 
members were allowed to “do all 
the jobs themselves.” Young people, 
he said, did not like to have every- 
thing served up to ther: on a plate. 


Mr. Raymond Apple, Religious 
Director of the A.J.Y., declared that 
it was the duty of youth to undertake 
the tasks which the older generation 
might be too tired to attempt, 


Also taking part in the forum were 
Miss Patience Mostyn, a member of 
the A.J.Y. Clubs’ Advisory Commit- 
tee; Miss Judy Tatch, Hon. Secre- 
tary of the Members’ Council: and 
Mr. Colin Dunn, of the Members’ 
Council Executive. 

The conference was attended by 
nearly a hundred young people in 
their late ‘teens, representing clubs in 
London, Bristol, Leeds, Luton, Man- 
chester, and Cheshire. Also present

HOPES FOR APPOINTMENT 


AT JEWS’ 


COLLEGE 


Delay will be “harmful to community ” 


Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“It is no secret,” said Mr. Victor 
Lucas on Tuesday, “that large num- 


bers of Jews here and abroad are 


looking forward to Dr. Jacobs's early 
appointment as Principal of Jews’ 


College.” 


Mr. Lucas was presiding over a 
meeting of the A.J.A, Luncheon Club 
held at Selby’s, Mayfair, at which 
Rabbi Dr. Louis Jacobs (who is 
Tutor at the College) was the. guest 
speaker. 

Dr. Jacobs's present post, added 
Mr. Lucas, had given him a unique 
opportunity to come into close con- 
tact with the students of the College, 
and to influence them in the principle 
which seemed to motivate all his 
work . . . the principle that Judaism 
was not an outmoded set of obser- 
vances but that, properly interpreted, 
it was relevant to all the problems of 
the present age. 

Unlike most scholars, he went on, 
Dr. Jacobs had attempted to bring 
the message of Judaism to the intelli- 
gent layman. And, in these days 
when religious bonds were general 
weakening, there was no greater mes 
for the scholar than to “come down 
from his ivory tower and talk to the 
people.” 


A force for good 


Expressing the hope that Dr. 
Jacobs might soon be Principal, Mr. 
Lucas said that nothing could be a 
greater indication that the College 
would be a force for good in Anglo- 
Jewry. Any further delay in makin 
the appointment would be harmfu 
to the College, to its staff and 
students, and to the community. 

“We all wish the College well.” he 
added, “and hope that under Dr. 
Jacobs's leadership it will once more 
make traditional Judaism a real and 
living force. There have been too 
many of our scholars and rabbis who 
have left these shores because of lack 
of opportunity, and we all have the 
highest hopes that Dr. Jacobs will be 
able to arrest a trend which the com- 


munity just cannot afford.” 

_ In his address, which dealt with the 
impressions he had gleaned during a 
tour of the U.S.A. last year, Dr. 


Jacobs described the positive’ 
aspects of American Jewry—the great 
love of Jewish learning shared by its 
adult members, the loyalty to Juda- 
ism to be found even in the most 
isolated communities, and the toler- 
ance and amity shown cach other by 
the various religious groups. 

He had been particularly impressed, 
he said, by the importance attached 
by American Jewry to adult educa- 
tior. There were now 27 Institutes 
of Judaism, serving every district of 
the U.S.A. and parts of Canada, and 
a new term—the word “ institutenik ” 
—had been coined to describe those 
who attended them—many travelled 
hundreds of miles to take part. | 

There were very few organisations 
in this country capable—as were the 
Americans—of getting together intel- 
ligent people, sophisticated and often 
well informed in other spheres, to sit 
down and study Judaism for several 
days at a time. 


Flag of Judaism 


He had also been impressed, added 
Dr. Jacobs, by the way in which the 
small communities in the South kept 
the flag of Judaism flying. He knew 
of places with tiny Jewish communi- 
tics and no rabbi or minister, where 
the parents themselves organised 
Jewish education for their children. 
He had even visited a remote town- 
ship where a child was sent 200 miles 
every Sunday morning to attend the 
nearest Hebrew classes. 

Because American Jews had little 
opportunity to mix socially with non- 
Jews, their leisure activities tended to 
be confined within the commonity, 
went on the speaker. This explained 
the keen imterest in synagogal life 
evinced by American Jewry; he felt 
that its basis was partly social, and 
not entirely religious. 

Dr. Jacobs also referred to the 
degree of “ fraternrsation” that took 
place between the various religious 
groups American Jews had _ their 
religious differences but many of 
them knew what their theological 
position really was and understood 
the nature of the differences. Never- 
theless, they all came together though 
they agreed to differ This was an 
example that Anglo-Jewry might well 
emulate.

EICHMANN FOUND GUILTY 


ON ALL 


COUNTS 


Central role in extermination 


Adolf Eichmann was this week found guilty by a Jerusalem 
court on all 15 counts of the indictment accusing him of 
exterminating millions of Jews and of other crimes against 
humanity. The judges rejected his plea that he was only a 


cog in the Nazi murder machine. 


They described him as an 


arbiter of life and death, a man for whom even Hitler's orders 


were not unalterable. 


MONDAY 


JUDGE IN TEARS 


Adolf Eichmann was today 
found guilty of crimes against 
humanity and the Jewish people, 
and of occupying a central position 
in the “ Final Solution "—-the mass 
extermination of millions of Jews. 

His judges said the crimes were 
liable to the death penalty. The 
eyes of one of the judges filled 
with tears as the horrible tale of 
Nazi atrocities was again recited. 

Eichmann showed no emotion as 
he stood in the dock at the start 
of his day of judgment. He stared 
at the judges and the menorah 
above their heads. 

In addition to crimes against 
humanity and the Jewish people, 
Mr. Justice Moshe Landau, pre- 
siding, Eichmann had been 
found guilty of war crimes and of 
belonging to “hostile organisa- 
tions, the Nazi groups which 
were declared criminal by the 
Nuremberg War Crimes Tribunal 
in 1946, 


Remembered for all time 


The judges also said that the 
“paragraphs of the mdictment 
encompass the catastrophe which 
befell the Jewish people . . . a story 
of bloodshed and suffering which will 
be remembered to the end of time.” 

When told he could sit down, Eich- 
mann gave an almost imperceptibic 
shrug of the shoulder as he sank into 
his armchair in his bullet-proof glass 
dock 

Later, while the long judgment con- 
tinued, he swallowed hard and his 
face repeatedly twitched. a familiar 
sight during his four-month trial in 
the summer, But he was alert when 
the judgment dealt with his plea that 
he was carrying out orders, and was 
not responsible for persecuting the 
Jews. At one point he picked up a 
pencil and made copious notes. 

He heard Dr. Benjamin Halevi, 
who had taken up the reading of the 
judgment, brush this plea aside with 
the words: “The very contention of 
applying the defence of act of State 
to the extermination of helpless 
people is an insult to justice.” 

Eichmann had pleaded not guilty to 
15 counts. 

Once in the day's proceedings Eich- 
mann averted his egaze from the 
bench and looked down at his fingers 
~when Judge Yitzhak Raveh took up 
the story and spoke of the Wannsce 
Conference on January 29, 1942, 
where the “F.nal Solution™ of the 
Jewish problem was discussed. 

The veiled terms of the minutes of 
this conference, the judge said, meant 
that “the Jews who were weak would 
die of overwork. The strong would 
be killed.” 


“ Special treatment ” 


The court had decided, he con- 
tinued, that the central authority 
given charge of the operation to sub- 
ject all Jews to this “special treat- 
ment” was Adolf Eichmann. “™ His 
central position in the *‘ Final Solu- 
tion’ was confirmed in the presence 
of all the other senior officers 
present.” 

Earbier, Mr. Justice Landau had 
told Eichmann he had been charged 
with “participation in the worst of 
the crimes of the Hitlerite period... 

“We have heard here in detail of 
the suflerines of the Jewish people, 
the heroism of the camp inmates and 
ghetto and partisan fighters. ... 

“How could all this have hap- 

ned in the light of day? Could it 
five been averted had the Allies 
shown the will to assist the persecuted 
Jews?" But the court’s duty was 
only “to investigate whether the 
charges against the accused are true, 


and if so to mete out duc punish- - 


ment.” 
Dr. Halevi, who dealt mainly with 
the legal submissions, switched easily 
from Hebrew into English. German, 
Latin, French, and Spanish as 
quoted authorities and precedents for 


the court's decision that it was within 
its jurisdiction to try Eichmann. 

The judgment referred to the 
Radom episode in which Jews were 
rounded up and dumped in_ the 
middie of barren territory without 
shelter, food, or water. “ The 
responsibility for the whole operation, 
with all the suffering that went with 
it, is that of the accused,” it said. 

Judge Raveh said the last stage in 
the Nazis’s plans against the Jews-— 
extermination—was put into effect 
with the invasion of Russia on June 
22, 1941. All German officials deal- 
mg with the Jews were then aware 
that the “ Final Solution™ meant in 
fact total extermination, he added. 

“We do not know if Hitler's order 
to this effect was ever committed to 
writing but we have evidence of it 
in indirect form from the minutes of 
the Wannsee Conference.” 

The judgment mentioned — the 
“horrifying chapter of the 4,000 chil- 
dren,” whose inclusion in the deporta- 
tion trains from France to Auschwitz 
had been ordered by Eichmann. The 
court also found Eichmann was guilty 
of giving a telephone order to shoot 
dead some 8.000 Jewish detainees in 
a camp in Yugoslavia. 

Ending the first part of the judg- 
ment, which took just under four 
hours to read, Dr. Halevi said that 
the Jerusalem court could only take 
the rule of law as the basis of its 
judgment. and try Eichmann in 
accordance with the charge sheet. 

Eichmann sat up attentively in 
dock as Dr. Halevi passed on to the 
reading of the main section of the 
judgment. 


The court’s evidence 


Dr. Halevi divided the evidence 
before the trial court into five cate- 
gories ° 

1. Evidence by witnesses for the 
prosecution and defence heard before 
the court at Jerusalem. 

2. Affidavits on oath or without 
oath. and records of evidence before 
previous courts by people now not 
alive. including war criminals. 

3. Evidence from witnesses abroad, 
who were unable to come to Jeru- 
salem because they did not want to, 
or because they were in custody, or 
because of the Attorney-General’s 
statement that he might want to 
charge them with crimes against the 
Jewish people if they set foot in 
Israel. 

4 Letters, notes, and documents 
reflecting Eichmann's activities. 

. Eichmann’s statement to the 
Israel Police: Inspector, Avner Less, 
before the trial began, while Ejch- 
mann was in custody in Israel. 

In Norway. Judge Raveh said, 
orders to expel the Jews were issued 
from Berlin on November 25, 1942. 
That day. a message was sent back 
from Oslo saying that 700 Jews 
would be deported the next day. 

They were sent to their death, the 
judge noted, adding: “In the whole 
of Norway, only 64 Jews remained 
and these were offspring of mixed 
marriages who, on British interven- 
tion. were provided with shelter in 
Sweden.” 

In Denmark. the judgment recalled, 
there was a leakaee of information 
on the German side and as a result 
of the “solidarity of the Danish 
people from the King down- 
wards " only 202 Jews of 
Copenhagen fell into the -hands of 
the Ciestapo. 

The same pattern of deportations 
was evident in Greece, Italy, Bul- 
garia. and finally Rumania, the 
judement said. 

At the evening session-—the first of 
the entire trial-—-Mr. Justice Landau 
continued reading the judgment. 

He described Hungary as “the last 
act in the tragedy of European Jewry 
under the Hitler régime.” It differed 
from the earlier pattern as far as the 
activities of the accused were con- 
cerned. 

There had been anti-Jewish acts 
in Hungary early in the war, but 
even so it “seemed a haven for 
Jewish refugees from the rest of 
Eastern Europe. 

‘ But when the Red Army 
approached in March, 1944, Hitler 
seized Hungary and soon the SS. 
groups moved in. 

“ The time had arrived for the * Final 


Mr. Gideon Hausner, the prosecutor

Cunning and Obstinacy 


Solution’ of the Jews in Hungary, at 
that time numbering some 800,000." 

Eichmann moved his headquarters 
to Budapest. His mission was to 
comb out the country and deport 
every Jew to Auschwitz. 

“In two months between March 
and May, 1944, 434,351 Jews had 
been deported in 147 trains to 
Auschwitz,” the judgment said, 

In the middle of 1944 occurred an 
incident which Mr. Justice Landau 
called “typical of the obstinacy and 
cunning which chafacterised the 
actions ” of the accused. 

After the Normandy invasion in 
June, the King of Sweden and the 
Pope intervened to stop the deporta- 
tion of Hungarian Jews. The Allies 
bombed Budapest. Under this pres- 
sure, Admiral Horthy, Regent of 
Hungary, was finally persuaded to 
protest against the deportations, and 
they were stopped. 


Horthy’s intervention 


Mr. Justice Landau continued: 
“The accused could not reconcile 
himself to the cessation of deporta- 
tions. On July 14 he tried to deport 
a further 1,500 Jews. The Jewish 
leaders informed Horthy, and he 
ordered the return of the train before 
it reached the border. 

Eichmann was enra and 
organised the train anew. He “ would 
not stand for the flouting of his 
orders, not even by the Regent him- 
self, we were told by one witness, 
Braude.” 

In a reference to the “ blood-for- 
goods negotiations between Gestapo 
chief Himmier’s agents and Jewish 
representatives in 1944, Mr. Justice 
Landau said: 

“The accused claims he offered to 
allow the emigration of one million 
Jews in return for winterised trucks. 
He told Joel Brand he would 
make immediate arrangement for the 
emigration of 100,000 Jews to where- 
ever they wished to go, as soon as 
consent for the supply of the trucks 
was received, 

“We are of the opinion that the 
whole effort of the accused in this 
court, to pose as having felt sorry 
when the deal did not go through, is 
nothing but a lie, 

“The proposal was made by 
Himmler, as part of high policy, and 
was well beyond the sphere of the 


Ao incident during the trial. Mr. Yechiel Dinur collapses while giving 


accused who was concentrating all 
his efforts on the implementation of 
the * Final Solution.’ 

“We are convinced that when the 
negotiations failed, the accused felt 
only satisfaction. . . . It ts sheer 
hypocrisy on his part to say that he 
felt sorrow, frustration, or regret over 
the failure of the deal. 

“He produced this story im court 
only after reayling Joel Brand's book, 
and wished to appear in a favourable 
light.” 

Mr. Justice Landau commented : 

“In doing so, he adopted two 

errors that Brand himself made. .. . 
We believe Brand's sincerity when 
he gave evidence before us and con- 
sider the errors were the result. of 
forgetfulness. But the accused's 
untruthfulness is glaring.” 
* The court did not convict Fich- 
mann of the murder of a Jewish boy 
who tried to steal cherries from his 
Budapest garden in 1944. 

This murder—the only one the 
prosecution claimed he committed 
with his own hands——did not figure in 
the indictment. 

The judgment said the court 
believed the witness involved, 
Abraham Gordon, but his testimony 
was insufficient without corrobora- 
tion. 

Mr. Justice Landau then spoke of 
Eastern Europe, “that valley of 
death in which millions of Jews were 
slaughtered on Hitler's orders. 


Beyond description 


“ Witnesses, brands plucked from 
the burning, followed one another 
for days and weeks. They spoke 
simply and the word of truth was on 
their lips. But even they could not 
find the words to describe their 
agony. How, then, can we? The 
sum total of the sufferings of one- 
third of the Jewish people (who met 
their deaths) 1s beyond description. 
We shall not attempt it.” It was 
perhaps symbolic that the author 
who went through Auschwitz could 
not speak, of it and collapsed in the 
witness box. 

Ihe method of killing varied 
shooting, asphyxiation, gassing, and 


other cruel methods as they came to 
mind, 

The judge recited the testimony of 
a witness who, as a boy. was rounded 
up with all the Jews of a village in 


evidence about his experiences in a Nazi death camp 


Poland, beaten and made to kneel. 
Shots were heard. He was able to 
steal a glance and saw a pit in front 
of them into which the Jews fell 
dead. 

As Mr. Justice Landau read this 
testimony. signs of emotion were 
evident. Judge Halevi put his hands 
to his bowed head and Judge Raveh's 
eyes filled with tears. 

Eichmann continued to stare 
impassively at Mr. Justice Landau. 


TUESDAY 


ARBITER OF LIFE 
AND DEATH 


Eichmann was again impassive as 
he took his seat between two armed 
Isracli warders. 

He carried a file of papers which, 
as always, he placed on the right side 
of the desk. He adjusted the micro- 
phones, before sitting back to wipe 
his spectacles, just as he has done 
every time he has entered the dock. 
He then gazed intently at Dr. Halevi 
as the reading continued. 

Eichmann bore responsibility for 
massacres in the Warsaw Ghetto 
where many thousands of Jews 
perished, the court found, 

Dr. Halevi added: “While the 
Ministry of Eastern Occupied Terri- 
tories recommended that economic 
measures against the Jews should 
come first, Eichmann insisted that no 
such measures should impede the 
‘Final Solution, that is to say 
extermination, . . . 


Use of gas 


“Finally, we find in documents 
before us that Eichmann gave his 
consent for the use of gas in the 
extermination of Jews in the East.” 

judge said Eichmann was in 
constant touch with the “ operation 
groups” in charge of Jewish exter- 
mination in the East, and prepared 
summaries of instructions “on how 
exterminations were to be carried 
out.” 

The judgment then turned to 
“Eichmann’s activities in the actual 
extermination of Jews. as distinct 
from his réle of rounding up and 
deporting tlem to the death camps.” 

Judge Halevi read on: “For us 
this is of secondary importance : the 
legal and moral responsibility of the 
man who delivers people to their 
death is no smalier-—-indeed perhaps 
far greater—than the activity of 
actual extermination.” 

The grim horrors of death and 
suffering, of brutalitics and of 
frightening efficiency in mass murder, 
were recalled as the reading of the 
judgment continued. It said that 
together with Rudolf Hoess. Com- 
mandant of Auschwitz, Eichmann 
had chosen the site of the camp. 

The court gave Eichmann the 
benefit of the doubt as to more 
damning statements made about Eich- 
mann by Hoess in his evidence and 
memoirs. 

But it said there was sufficient 
evidence to establish that “all the 
transports of Jews sent by the 
accused's department arrived with 
special markings. These * Trans- 
port Jews’ were destined to death 
on orders from the accused's depart- 


Horrifying evidence 


The judgment spoke of “the most 
horrifying part of the prosecution 
evidence” on how special German 
units were given the task. towards 
the end of Jewish extermination, of 
burning bodies, grinding their bones, 
and scattering the ashes to the wind. 
But the court found that there was 
insufficient evidence to link the 
activities of these special units with 
Eichmann. 

Dr. Halevi said Eichmann had 
testified that Theresienstadt, the 
“privileged persons’ camp” in 
Bohemia, was under his jurisdiction. 
When the Red Cross sent a mission 
to visit it, the judge continued. the 
camp was redecorated. Signposts 
were painted to mark recreation 
centres, “ children’s cots, with hearts 
engraved upon them, installed, toys 
brought in... . It was made to look 
like a palace. 

“But later Jews from Theresicn- 
stadt, too, were transported to die in 
Auschwitz gas chambers. Those who 
went to the death camp were made 
to send ‘all's well* cards to their 
friends in Theresienstadt.” 

Regarding the number of European 
Jews who were the victims of the 
Nazi “ Final Solution,” the court said 
statistical data was far from com- 
plete, but added “the extermination 
of millions of Jews has been proved. 

“We have no doubt that the total 
number of victims of the * Final 
Solution’ was about six million 
Jews.” 

Judge Raveh, who continued read- 
ing the judgment, said all the. evi- 
dence pointed to Eichmann possessing 
authority equal to that of Gestapo 
Chief Heinrich Mueller. 

The Judge continued : “We find 
that he was a man of prestige for 
whom—as documents show—not 
even the orders of the Fiihrer him- 
self were unalterable.

Human Rights apathy

New Yor« 

Human Rights Day was again 
marked by a concert in the General 
Assembly Hall of the United Nations, 
and many moving words were again 
spoken. But here the entire subject 
is Marked by apathy and ennui, except 
among a small handful of men who 
have laboured first for the Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights, and 
now.for the international covenants. 
foremost among these are the Jewish 
“N.G.O.'s” (the representatives of 
Non-Governmental! Organisations), 
who continue their work in the face 
of an almost complete lack of interest 
by their organisations. 

Irue, statements are issued from 
time to time, and especially. on 
Human Rights Day. But, beyond 
these, it is business as usual: back 
to the home-front fight for civil rights, 
and against antisemitism. There is 
no discermble effort by the organisa- 
tions to influence their members, who 
in turn might seek to influence their 
representatives im the Congress, to 
have the Government adhere to the 
protocols already in existence, and to 
pay some serious attention to, and 
support of, the draft covenants which 
are still under discussions. 

Annual reports of organisational 
activities “play up” what has been 
accomplished in combating dis- 
crimination, and in the field of civil 
rights, or whatever else the group is 


interested in domestically. Seldom, 
if ever, ws there any space in the 
reports for Human Rights. This is 


true America 


It is also probably 
true im Britain 


and elsewhere 


At this session of the General 
Assembly, the Third Committee, 
which handles the subject, approved 


the last cight substantive articles of 
the draft covenants proposed by the 
Commission on Human Rights 
Among them were some of the most 
important in the entire Covenant on 
Civil and Political Rights. By the 
end of the next session it will have 
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considered and adopted other substan- 
tive articles, as well as the general 
articles on the covenants, and the 
debate should be concluded at the 
18th General Assembly in 1963. 

Speaking at the conclusion of this 
years debate, the Chairman of the 
Ihird Committee, Mr. Salvador P, 
Lopez, the Philippine Ambassador, 
summed up the situation in a short 
but moving statement, which was 
loudly applauded by the 103 delega- 
tions, regardicss of political views. 

“The writing of the covenants,” he 
said, is “the greatest single act of 
faith by the United Nations—faith in 
man, faith in the universality of 
human rights, and faith in the Solli- 
darity of mankind. For the greatest 
of these rights are two: the right to 
live, and the right to live in freedom 
and dignity 

“Since 1954 the covenants have 
been given priority over all the items 
on the agenda of the Third Com- 
mittee. It ts imperative that they con- 
tinue to enjoy the same priority in 
the future until the Committee's task 
is done.” 


Test for mankind 


He said that the debate in 1963 
on implementation “will test not 
only our faith in man and _ the 
universality of human rghts and 
the solidarity of mankind, but also 
our ability and will to rise above our 
narrow particularist interests and out- 
worn concepts. The debate will pro- 
vide an acid test for the sincerity of 
Governments.” 

In orde: to implement the 
covenants, “States must accept a 
pasitive commitment to ensure and 
protect, separately and jointly, the 
enjoyment by their citizens of the 
political, civil, economic, social, and 
cultural rights guaranteed in the two 
international instruments. This means, 
first of all, that they are ready and 
willing to take legislative and other 
measures that will give effect to these 
rizvhts. But, more than this, they must 
also be prepared to establish and 
accept international machinery for 
the protection of human rights.”

BOMB ATTACKS ON 
PUBLISHER 


O.A.S. outrages

Paris 

Bomb attacks, for which the O.A:S. 
(‘Secret Army Organisation) are 
believed to be responsible, were made 
last week against Mr. Jerome Lindon, 
head of the publishing house “Les 
Editions de Minuit,” which published 
a series of “ Aleph” books, including 
works by President Ben-Zvi and Mr. 
Ben-Gurion. 


A plastic bomb exploded in Mr. 
Lindon’s flat causing damage to prop- 
erty but no loss of life. Another 
bomb exploded in front of the pub- 
lishing house causing some damage. 

Mr. Lindon has published 
numerous books on Algeria, nine of 
which have been confiscated by the 

lice. 

Political leaders, trade union repre- 
sentatives. priests, and pastors have 
protested against the outrages as 
“reflecting the intention of the 
O.A.S. to suppress liberty of expres- 
sion and the Press.” 

Responsibility for the murder of 
Mr. William Levy, a leader of 
Algerian Socialists, has been admitted 
by the O.A.S. in leaflets distributed 
in Paris and Algeria. 

he leaflet stated that Mr. Levy 
“was condemned to death by an 
O.A.S. tribunal for having conspired 
to hand over Algeria to the murderers 
of his own son (killed three years 
ago by the F.L.N.), by joining the 
cartel of liberals.” 

French Socialists last week held 
memorial meetings for Mr. Levy.

Israel's Arab population live

conference in Jaffa last week. 

The hall in which Mr. Burstein 
was speaking was packed with Com- 
munist youths, most of them Arabs. 
Representatives of the Eastern block 
were among diplomatic emissaries 
who sat in the front row. 

A bitter attack .on the military 
Government im Arab areas was 
launched by the speaker, who said 
that the Communists were the sole 
guarantee for Arab-Jewish amity. 

Loud applause greeted his claim 
that the Arab minority had suffered 
for 14 vears, and that the fellaheen 
had been deprived of their land. He 
denounced “ the murder of five Arab 
youths near the border” and 
demanded that an inquiry be held to 
investigate the circumstances of the 
incident. 

Mr. Shmuel Mikunis, the Secretary 
of the Israeli Communist Party, told 
the gathering that youth had to 
choose “between Communist peace 
and Ben-Gurion'’s militarism.” Only 
the opening session of the conference 
was Open to the Press. 


CITRUS EXPORTS FALL

sponsors a Poetry Centre 
devoted to “ readings by American 
and foreign poets, playwrights, and 
authors.” This is its twenty-third 
season, and once again T. S. Eliot 
gave two readings to packed 
houses. For many years Hebrew 
and Yiddish poets, as well as poets 


writing in English for Jews 
primarily, have argued that a 
Jewish institution, such as the 


Ninety-Second Street “ Y,” should 
present Leivick, Sutzkever, Glat- 
stein, Efros, Lisitzky, and A. M. 
Klein rather than Eliot, Auden, 
Sean O'Faolain. and Dame Edith 
Sitwell. They refer to the 
“Janowsky Survey” of 1948, 
which, finding the Jewish com- 
munity centres and “ Ys” deficient 
in Jewishness, recommended “ that 
the. programme of the Jewish 
Centre should devote primary atten- 
tion to Jewish content.” 


Replying to the critics of the 
Poetry Centre's numerus nullus for 
Hebrew, Yiddish, and “ Jewishly 
Jewish " English poets, Dr. William 
Kolodney, Educationa] Director of 
the “YY,” stated that when the 
Centre presented A. M. Klein. the 
distinguished Canadian-Jewish 
poet, not even a minyan and a half 
came to hear him, while Eliot 
attracts audiences of almost a 
thousand. Moreover. Dr. Ko!lod-

IF politics were to reflect econo- 
mic needs—as some political 
theorists tell us—the Arab world 
would be more prosperous. In the 
Middle East politics is unfortu- 
nately the factor which determines 
and deters economic developments. 
Both the Arab League Communi- 
cations Committee's ninth meeting, 
which has opened in Rabat, and 
the Delhi Afro-Asian Economic 
Conference, in which Arab dele- 
gates are playing a prominent part, 
could do useful work. But they 
are so involved in political intrigue 


and propaganda that _ their 
effectiveness is vitiated from the 
Start. 


The agenda of the Communi- 
cations Committee includes several 
wholly desirable projects : the evo- 
lution of unified transport termino- 
logy in Arabic, co-operation in 
shipping, air transport legislation, 
and improvements tn road and rail 
communications. While none of 
these measures is likely to trans- 
form economic life in the region, 
they do make some contribution. 
All these developments have been 
held up for some years now, owing 

rimarily to the bad _ relations 

tween the Arab States. So long 
as Nasser denounces the 
Jordanians, Lraqis, and Syrians as 
“ traitors and “ imperialist 
agents,” effective maritime conven- 
tions and the creation of all-Arab 
airlines will remain items on the 
agenda of conferences. 


* * 


In theory it is on questions such 
as these that co-operation might 
lead closer working-unity 
between Arab States, and so to 
greater unity. But Nasser and his 
Specialists think Gifferently. For 
them political unification is the 
Only worth-while aim, and they 
conceive of it only under Nasserite- 
Egyptian hegemony. But _ this 
ambition meets the resistance of 
other Arab States, creating a tense 
Situation in which even minor 
advances towards Arab co-opera- 
tion become impossible. 

The Afro-Asian Economic Con- 
ference is equally futile. Its

grandiose plans for an “ Afro- 
Asian Common Market” have 
never come to anything, partly 
because the States concerned have 
so little in common economically 
or politically, and partly because 
such a system presupposes a freely- 
convertible currency and a high 
degree of economic rationality. 

The “ positive neutralists ” at the 
gathering, Nasserites included. 
have shown considerable agility in 
changing their ground. Previously 
they denounced all economic con- 
tact between the West and the 
under-developed countries as 
“ neo-colonialist domination and 
exploitation (although American 
aid has in fact saved Egypt from 
economic collapse). Now they are 
denouncing the European nations 
for their “ discrimimatory ” policies 
in increasing internal trade and 
allegedly decreasing their trade 
with outside countries. The main 
thing ts to prove the West wrong 
at all costs.

As a seasonal gift, Kassem has 
just released three British Service- 
men, who inadvertently strayed 
over the border from Kuwait last 
summer, as well as two oil com- 
pany officials arrested for alleged 
complicity in the Kurdish revolt. 
The latter had been accused of pay- 
ing money to Kurdish villagers 
(wages for work on an oil pipe- 
line). Nasser is still busy torturing 
his batch of Western prisoners— 
the French restitution mission— 
who are accused of a fantastic 
range of crimes, including planning 
to set up an illegal mobile radio 
transmitter. (Why anyone should 
wish to do this when they can com. 
fortably beam their broadcasts in 
from abroad, remains a mystery.) 
The lesson seems to be that any- 
one who goes to a country of this 
kind without full diplomatic 
immunity, is running as grave a 
risk to his personal safety as inves- 
tors or lenders do to their capital. 
So much for the Arab desire for 
economic co-operation.

Historics of American Jiterature 
and studies of contemporary 
American fiction give full recogni- 
lion to the novels and short stories 
of writers who are Jews and write 
about Jews. But American critics do 
not consider novels about Jewish life 
aS a Separate entity. For example, 
Ihan Hassan’s new book, “ Radical 
Innocence : The Contemporary 
American Novel” (Princeton Uni- 
versity Press) concentrates on 
thirteen novelists, six of them Jews 
who specialise tn fiction peopled 
with Jewish characters and set in 
a Jewish milieu. Professor Hassan 
does not classify these writers 
(Harvey Swados, Norman Mailer, 
Bernard Malamud, Herbert Gold, 
J. D. Salinger, and Sau! Bellow) as 
Jewish writers of American Jewish 
fiction. Indeed, they are Jews, and 
they do write out of their Jewish 
experience, but their language is 
American English and thus their 
books are part of American litera- 
ture. 

The “nationality” of books is 
determined by language and not by 
the theme. Were it otherwise, 
“Hamlet” would be a Danish 


drama. Long ago, Achad Ha’am 
stressed that the “ national 
identity ” of belles-lettres is decided 


by language. As he saw it, only 
books written in Hebrew or Yiddish 
are Jewish liiterature. As for the 
realm of novels about Jewish life 
in the Achad Ha’am 
short-lived 


vernacular, 
regarded il as a 
ghetto.” 

American Jewish novelists who 
write about Jews are fully accepted 
as American writers. Their books 
are wholly part of American litera- 
“The Great American- 
Jewish Novel,” therefore, will have 
to be written either in Hebrew or 
in Yiddish. Otherwise, it will be 
acclaimed as a great American 
novel by literary historians. 


Biegel without lox 


Dr. Niels Dungal, of the Uni- 
versity of feeland, has found an 
association between stomach cancer 
and the consumption of smoked 
salmon (lox) The announcement 
created a veritable panic among the 
some 1,500 congregations which 
serve Sunday Morning Breakfasts, 
with beigel-and-lox as a reward for 
the “ Minyonaires.”

Congregational “ strategists 
specialising in the psychology of 
motivation are wondering whether 
a substitute for “ beigel-and-lox ~ 
will be effective in motivating 
“ Minyonaires who do not even 
attend Sabbath services. 


Success story 


In America death is expensive, 
what with burial being the resort 
of commercial “ undertakers,” who 
charge what the distress of the 
mourners will bear. There are no 
chevra kadishas. Instead, there 
are Jewish “undertakers” and 
Jewish “funeral chapels,” whose 
proprietors solicit business as other 
commercial enterprises do 

Some months ago, Goldstein's 
Funeral Chapel tn Philadelphia, 
Pa., moved to new and larger 
premises. The occasion was duly 
marked with a two-page greeting 
advertisement in the Philadelphia 
papers, paid for by friends, who 
sent this message : “ We congratu- 
late the Goldstein famity on their 
magnificent new chapel, and wish 
them continued success.”

E do not hear much 
about the work of the 
Trades Advisory Coun- 


cu, but I would be happy if we 
heard even less, for it ys one ol 
those organisations whose func- 
tions must decline as its efficacy 
increases. Ideally, it should 
work itself out of business. 

The T.A.C. was formed in 
1940 through the agency of the 
Board of Deputies, with the 
basic aim of combating trade 
practices which could reflect on 
the character of the community. 
Today such practices are becom- 
ing less common, and the T.A.C. 
has been looking for new out- 
lets for its energy. It has dabbled 
in anti-Jewish discrimination, 
though this is properly the 
province of the Board of Depu- 
ties, and it has been sending 
trade delegations to Israel. It 
sent one delegation in 1953 and 
another went last month. 

The 1953 delegation pub- 
lished a report on its visit, which 
said nothing new and which 
took 20 pages to say it. The 
present delegation has so far 
spared us a publication, but in 
the meantime we learn that it 
has been trying to arrange busi- 
ness contacts. This is a new 
departure, which. it appears to 
me, may be difficult to justify. 
Trade between this country and 
Israe] is already being promoted 
by the Anglo-Israel Chamber of 
Commerce, the Economic Coun- 
sellor at the Israeli Embassy. the 
Economic Section of the Zionist 
Federation, and a host of invest- 
ment groups, banks, and busi- 
ness houses. Perhaps the T.A.C 
feels that it must be seen to be 
keeping busy at something.

Statesmen and kings often 
cherish seclusion. Cincinnatus 
preferred ploughing his fields to 
ruling Rome. Ivan the Terrible 
retired to a monastery for a 


time. Lous XI died as a 
recluse, as did Charles V. This 
instinct seems less common 


among Jewish rulers. Saul had 
his Jonely moments, but he was 
hardly a hermit. David fled to 
the wilderness, but only for 
safety. Solomon had a form of 
withdrawal, but it was hardly 
monastic. The plan of Mr. Ben- 
Gurion to spend eight days in 
a Buddhist monastery is there- 
fore an interesting, though not 
a surprising, precedent. He has 
always liked to “ get away from 
it all,” and a Burmese monas- 
tery is about as far as one can 
go. 

It will be interesting to see 
how the experience will affect 
the Isracli Premier. I do not 
anticipate any great change 
either in character or outlook. 
He used to spend long hours 
with the Chazon Ish without 
ever sprouting side-<curis, and it 
is unlikely that he will emerge 
from his retreat bald-headed 
and in saffron. His mysticism 
has always been of a dilettante 
order.

Rabbi Zvi Neria is a small 
man with glasses, a Castro-like 
beard, and a personality out of 
all proportion to his size. He

“ There, but for the grace of God, go I.” _‘ This 


famous saying could well be applied to the child of 
any one of us. While not denying the humane feelings 
of our better ego, which awaken our pity and desire 
to help, I believe that the motivating impulse in help- 
ing Youth Aliyah is, to a great extent, just this : the 
fear of what might have been, and the relief and 
thankfulness that fate—or call it circumstance, if you 
prefer—has spared our own children. 


The spirit of Youth Aliyah can be likened to a 
wind. “Ruach,” its Hebrew word, also means “ spirit.” 
And like a wind, it can remain static—or pass from 
light to moderate, and reach gale force. We have seen 
this happen since the present emergency confronting 
Youth Aliyah in Israel began less than a year ago, and 
have witnessed the result of our own Appeal grow into 


a truly dynamic force. 


Speed of action is the greatest need of the moment, 
and I would plead with all those unknown people as 
yet on the periphery of our work, to join us now and 
help, until every Jewish child is brought into its haven 
of safety. Let everyone become a link in Youth 
Aliyah’s life-line, and by extending the hand of friend- 
ship, eagerly grasped, know that it will lead to the 
saving of a child’s life—the implementation of human 


right in its fullest sense. 


“ Odyssey of Children” and, like 

Homer’s Epic, it is a tale of 
wandering. There are stories in it for 
everybody and, even now, another 
chapter is unfolding, with Jewish child 
refugees pouring into Isracl. 

One of the most moving moments in 
the history of Youth Aliyah occurred last 
December, when the 100,000th child 
arrived and was welcomed by Youth 
Aliyah’s first ward who had come from 
Germany in 1934. This historic event 
coincided with the centenary of the birth 
of Henrietta Szold, who evolved Youth 
Aliyah’s special method of absorbing 
these uprooted children. She organised 
the reception and settlement in Palestine 
of Jewish children fleecing from the Nazi 
terror and her unique contribution was to 
stamp the Movement with an imperish- 
able pattern of abiding love and motherli- 
ness for every individual child. By her 
devotion to them all, she became known 
as the “ Mother of Youth Aliyah” and, 
through her wise guidance, Children and 
Youth Aliyah grew to become the 
greatest child rescue movement in history. 

The idea of Children and Youth 
Aliyah, which developed into a movement 
for the resettlement in Israel of homeless 
Jewish children throughout the world, 
was conceived by Recha Freier, the wife 
of a Berlin rabbi. It was born of the 
tragedy of the Nazi rise to power, when 
a brave band of devoted men and women 
dedicated themselves to the task of saving 
the lives of Jewish children threatened 
with extermination. 

The first group of 43 children from

‘Germany reached the shores of Palestine 


in 1934 and were received by Henrietta 
Szold, who settled them as a group in 
the Valley of Jezreel. 

Youth Aliyah children came originally 
from Germany and then from Austria,

Czechoslovakia, and Poland. The out- 
break of war in 1939 found Jewish chil- 
dren trapped in all the countries over- 
run by the Nazis, but even during this 
period the rescue work of Youth Aliyah 
continued. Children from the No-Man’s- 
Land, between Germany and Poland, 
made their way to Vilna and from there, 
via Sweden, Holland, Belgium, and 
France, to Palestine. Others escaped via 
the Black Sea and finally reached 
Palestine through Turkey and _ Syria. 
Youth Aliyah children were collected 
in Portugal, after their escape from 
Occupied France, and transports arrived 
from Hungary and the Balkan States. 

Throughout the war years Youth 
Aliyah left no stone unturned to reach 
Jewish children in Europe and to devise 
means for their escape. In spite of all 
hazards, over 10,000 persecuted Jewish 
children were brought to Palestine, some 
after long and perilous adventures. 

It took three dreadful years for a group 
of war orphans from Transdniestria to 
reach safety and, in 1943, the most 
dramatic Child Odyssey of all was com- 
pleted with the arrival of 900 so called 
“ Teheran Children,” remnants of a group 
who had been wandering from Poland 
since 1939. 

They had made their way through the 
Ukraine, Siberia, Turkistan, and Uzbekti- 
stan, until they reached Teheran. From 
there they were shepherded across Persia 
and through the Gulf of Suez to Palestine. 

The work of Youth Aliyah had, also, 
to be extended to the countries of Asia 
and Africa. The pro-Nazi rising in 
Baghdad led to the arrival in Palestine of 
a group from Iraq, and other children 
came from Turkey and from Syria. A 
band of Yemeni boys, brought from 
Aden, was the advance guard of the 
whole Jewish population of the Yemen, 
when the State of Israel was established, 


When the war was over thousands of 
children who had survived Nazi persecu- 
tion were found in D.P. Camps or with 
non-Jewish families who had sheltered 
them ; some were found in monasteries 
and convents ; many had been living in 
the woods with the Partisans. Almost all 
these children were orphaned. Their 
parents were killed in the death camps. 

Ihe creation of the Jewish State 
brought new problems to Youth Aliyah. 
From every Jewish community through- 
out the world, young and old were 
streaming into the Jewish homeland. 

Groups of unaccompanied children 
were arriving from India and Iran, from 
Turkey and Rumania, from Hungary and 
Bulgaria, and a massive immigration got 
under way from the Arab countries, 
where anti-Jewish feeling made life 
impossible for the old-established Jewish 
populations. 

Children who have only known misery 
and fear cannot easily be changed into 
normal human beings immediately they 
reach a_ strange land-—albeit the 
“Promised Land.” For some, the first 
essential is to be taught the tenets of 
ordinary civilised conduct. For others, 
the realisation of their Jewish heritage. 
All must learn a common language, 
Hebrew, and be trained in agriculture or 
manual skills. It is of the utmost import- 
ance for the child, and for Israel, that 
every Youth Aliyah ward should be able 
to earn his living and, in so doing, con- 
tribute towards the physical as well as 
the spiritual development of his country. 

Over eight hundred Youth Aliyah 
wards gave their lives in the War of 
Independence and twenty-two in the Sinai 
Campaign. Most of these graduates had 
only just turned 18 when they fell in the 
defence of their homeland. They had 
come to Isracl from many different 
countries, some having been orphaned

LANGUAGE HEART

HAVE recently returned trom 

a visit to Israel which | found 

the most exciting and stimu 
lating country I have ever visited 
By no means least among the many 
extraordinary achievements of the 
Israclis is the work of Youth 
Alivah which moved and impressed 
me greatly. 

It iS impossible tor social 
workers in England to understand 
the scope of the problem which ts 
presented by the immigration of 
these thousands of children trom 
60 countries and speaking as many 
different languages. 

Arciving--as they do—forlorn 
and homesick, it is no less than a 
miracle, to my mind, to see how 
quickly they are integrated into 
happy. homogeneous groups. 

I must start with the Reception 
Centre, Ramat-Hadassah-Szold, 
where the homeless children are al! 
received on their arrival saad 


diatels taught Hebrew as a 
common language. Here they are 
screened and classified belore be ine 
sent to their appropriate permanent 
homes. 


Rewarding 


the medically ill are at once 
transferred to hospitals; the 
mentally defective to homes for 
backward children; while those 
who are mentally normal but 
educationally retarded, through no 
fault of their own, are kept at 
Ramat-Hadassah for a year while 
they are specially coached im small 
classes to bring them up to the 
educational level of their age. This 
latter scheme has only been going 
on for the last year but the results 
have been sufficiently rewarding 
for it to be continued. 

Those children who are healthy 
and mentally normal, are observed 
for two months before being sent 


to the appropriate Childrens 
Village : to ascertam their tanily 
backeround and to test ‘their abil 
ties and talents. 

These latter observations are 
made in the school and in the 
workshops, where children learn to 
use ther hands. Here they are 
only given scrap material to work 
with, and this | tound the noost 
fascinating aspect of the children’s 
adaptation and rehabilitation. 

Feeling rejected themselves. 
learning to make something beatiti- 
ful out of something that might 
otherwise be thrown away. restores 
their confidence and makes them 
feel valuable.

In 1960 Jewish communities and 
Youth Aliyah committees every- 
where celebrated the centenary of 
the birth of Henrietta Szold, the 
“Mother of Youth Alivah.” The 
Committee for Great Britain 
marked the occasion by founding 
the annual “Henrietta Szold 
Award,” and the first recipient was 
the Hon. Lily Montagu. another 
noble social worke) 

At the end of the year the 
100,.000th child of Youth Ahyah 
arrived in Israel ind was welcomed 
by the firstccomer. then a girl of IY, 
now a grandmothe: 

In 1961 Youth Aliyah renewed 
its original task ol rescue of chil- 
dren in the Diaspora threatened 
with disaster.

are sent to children villages or 
Youth Aliyah groups attached to 
various kibbutzim. 


Some children’s villages 
specialise in art work. In the 


Israel Goldstein Village, at Kata- 
mon, near Jerusalem, for instance, 
the standard of the children’s work 
in sculpture, painting, pottery, 
ceramics, wood carving, and metal 
work was so high that I longed for 
an exhibition of it to be held in 
England. It would astonish the 
teachers in our schools. 

Mechanically-minded children 
are sent to villages where they 
specialise in training them as fitters 
and turners and mechanics of all 
sorts. Others are sent to agricul- 
tural schools, where all aspects of 
scientific farming are taught. 

It was in one such school that 
I met David, the principal or head- 
master as we should call him. He 
was a wonderful man: a sage, a 
scholar, and a saint. After appal- 
ling suffering in Germany under 
Hitler he had found peace and 


forgetting in his work for the 
children. 
As I left I told him that I 


wished I could have been a pupil 
at his school, to which he replied: 
“1 wish you could have been m 
mother.” A compliment whic 
touched me to tears. 

Space prevents me from giving 
more than these few, brief, per- 
sonal impressions. But I can and 
must repeat that Youth Aliyah ts 
doing a marvellous and imaginative 
job from which our social workers 
in England have much to learn.

While the times of Cesar and 
Augustus were clearly a period ol 
consolidation tor the Jewish com- 
munity, two partial expulsions fol- 
lowed unde! Tiberius and 
Claudius Josephus, Ant. Jud 
xviit, 84, gives us the figure of 
4,000 Jews drafted into the army 
from the Roman community and 
sent to Sardinia by Tiberius. If 
the figure were reliable it would 
help us to form some idea of the 
number of Jews who were then 
in Rome. Unfortunately, the 
paralle] passage of Tacitus 
Annales 13, 85, shows that the 
figure of 4,000 included also the 
devotees of isis whom Tiberius 
rounded up in. the same drive 
against foreign cults. From c.e. 49 
to c.f. 1943 Rome was one of the 
satest places of the world -for 
Jews to be in. though it would be 
too much to say that they felt 
invariably comfortable in the city 
In 1943-44, as 1s well Known, one- 
fifth of the Roman. Jews 
killed. and the whole life o! the 
Jewish community wa disrupted 
tor the first time

tar lacking Some medieval 
Jewish families claimed to go back 
to the times of Titus, and more 
recently the aristocratic Scola- 
Tempio boasted continuity from 
cr. 70. There is in Kimehi the 
famous story of a Torah scroll 
brought to Rome by Titus and 
synagogue “ of 
Severus” (not mentioned else- 
where). All this is very. dubious 
The fact is that we know much 
about the Jews of ancient Rome, 
but we have not, or not yet, 
found the evidence which would 
enable us to answer the most 
interesting questions about them 
Three catacombs (Monteverde 
Nuovo, Viena Randanini on the 
Via Appia and Villa Torloma in 
Via Nomentana) have provided 
the majority of the inscriptions, 
and two of these catacombs (via 
Appia, via Nomentana) are still 
available for study. The inscrip- 
tions tell us a great deal about the 
languages (Cireek and latin, very 
little Hebrew or Aramaic) of the 
Jews of ancient Rome and provide 
some essential information about 
the organisation of their syna- 
gogues, But there is almost noth-

their social standing. What we 
learn about their beliefs does not 
normally go beyond platitudes 


about “observance of the Law 
and fear of God.” Only the 
so-called Regina epitaph—which 


states at length a faith in eternal 
life--and the grim reminder from 
Leo, surnamed Leontius—" My 
friends, I await you here “—break 
the monotony. In addition there are 
a few rmseriptions of proselytes 
Ihe Jewish or non-Jewish symbo- 
lism of the surviving paintings in 
the catacombs.is not of a kind to 
eTeute probiems lor the 
interpreter, though of. course he 
who looks for a mystery will 
always find one 

References to Roman Jews in 
pagan literature are comparatively 
few and not. illuminating. Nega- 
lively it is interesting to see how 
ignorant an educated Roman 
could manage to remain about bis 
Jewish neighbours. Augustus and 
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his contemporary, Trogus Pom- 
peius, believed that Jews fast on 
Sabbath. Nobody has ever been 
able to explain what Horace meant 
when he alluded to the “thirtieth 
Sabbath” (Sart. I ix, 69). Tacitus 
who took some trouble to know 
what the Germans were lke. did 
not consider it worth question- 
ing any Jews about their history 
or rituals. Indeed, it is not casy. 
with the sources we have. to form 
a picture of the Jewish commu- 
nity of Rome during the cen- 
tunes of the Roman Empire 
Philo’s works and the papyri make 
the Jews of Alexandria compara- 
lively more real: we know At least 
what one of them thought. and we 
have some idea of how they lived 
and behaved. 


Prizewinners 


Contributions to. the study of 
the Jews of ancient Rome were 
fairly frequent in the nineteenth 
century and culminated in the two 
works by A. Berliner (1893) and 
by H. Vogelstein-P. Rieger (1896), 
both prizewinners of a competi- 
tion set up by the Moriz Rapo- 
portstiftung. In our century,. the 
discovery of the Villa Torlonia 
catacomb, cxemplarily studied by 
H. Beyer and H. Lictzmann. and 
later the publication of the Corpus 
fnscnptionum Ivdaicarum by 
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CHRONICLE Correspondent in Haifa) 
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HE de-Stalinisation bomb- 
shell, which exploded at the 
wenty-second Soviet Party 
Moscow, has also 
impact on Arab Com- 
munist leaders in Israel. A notice- 
able etlect, despite official silence, 
has been the rift between the old- 
school Communists of the Stalinist 
cra and the younger forces support- 
ing the Ahruschev line.

It ts also 
known that the older members 
rejected a demand by the young 
Communists to. destroy: all party 
lnterature about Stalin.

Professor H. J. Leon, of the 
University of Texas, has been 
known for almost forty years to 
be working on the Jewish tnscrip- 
lions of Rome He has pro- 
duced many important articles, 
one of which goes as far back as 
1924, and his unpublished Harvard 
dissertation, “De Ivdxorum anti- 
quorum sepulcretis Rome repertis,” 
dates from 1927. He has now 
published the general book* we 
expected from him, and as we 
expected it is a masterly survey 
of the subject of which he has a 
unique knowledge Inscriptions 
being his special field of study, he 
appends the most important ones 
in an improved text and with an 
exact translation. On the basis of 
the inscriptions he defines the 
character of the communal orga- 
nisation of the Jews and theu 
way of life. His conclusions are 
invariably cautious and sound. I 
think he is correct in assuming 
that there was no central organi- 
sation. of the Jews in Rome. His 
interpretation of the 15 names of 
synagogues (four of which are 
doubtful) commands respect, if 
not always assent in such a con- 
troversial matter. He makes out

It anything. the book errs on 
the side of caution where at deals 
with more general issues There 
iS hardly any attempt to assess the 
importance of the Jewish group in 
relation to the Roman policies or 
to the development of Christianity. . 
This ts partly connected with the 
fact that Professor Leon exploits 
the literary evidence less 
thoroughly than the epigraphical. 


Rival envoy

to Rome as an ambassador. 
the rival envoy on behalf of the 
Alexandrians was Apion. _ the 
author of the Egyptian History 
dishked so much by Josephus 
Nor is jt stated that in the follow.

historian, Chaeremon, a teacher of 
the future emperor, Nero.

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Ihe swing to Communism did 
not surprise Arab affairs experts, 
who maintain that if it were pos- 
sible to form in Israel an Arab 
nationalist party openly identifying 
itself with Nasserist policy, the 
Arabs of Israel would almost 
unanimously support it and. turn 
away from Communism. But in 
the absence of such a nationalist 
party, which by its very. nature 
would be anti-Israeli, the Arab 
vote went to the Communists, who 
most nearly represent anh-Zionst 
pro-Arab doctrine. 

Examination of the trend in Arab 
voting in the past two Knesset elec- 
tions is revealing. The 1959 elec- 
tion, which came at the time ot the 
Nasser-Khrusches rift. showed 
little Arab support tor the Com- 
munists, as the latter did not 
identify themselves with Egypt's 
nationalist policies. 


Rift healed 


In the 1961 election the rift 
between Cairo and Moscow had 
healed, and Israel Arabs found in 
the Communist Party the only law- 
ful, non-Zionist body supporting 
Arab nationalism against Israel 
They, therefore, supported it. 

Experts point out that in the last 
election the Leftist Socialist Mapam 
Party went out of its way to mollity 
the Arabs and advance the 
cal demands. Mapam’'s stand in 
the Arabs’ favour was stronger than 
that of the Communist Party. But 
Mapam, by its constitution, ts 
basically a Zionist party. Its Arab 
vote fell by a third, compared with 
the previous elections. 

Arab youth’s staunch support of 
Nasserism, in ‘opposition to. the 
older generation, is explained by 
the fact that the young Arabs who

grew up in Israe! did not witness 
the tlasco of pre-1948 Arab Pales- 
tine policy.

The 
older generation of Arabs, who 
saw the promises and illusions of 
Arab leaders shattered by the 1948 
war and subsequent events, are 
sceptical to this day and do not 
take Nasser’s promises at their face 
value. The inference, therefore. is 
that as long as Nasser continues to 
be the leader of Arab nationalism 
(which his recent setback in Syria 
has made rather doubtful), and as 
long as Egypt maintains good rela- 
tions with Moscow, the Arab youth 
in Israel will support Communism 
and in time also induce their large 
families to vote likewise 

Another point to be noted is the 
support. given to Communism 
mainly by Christian Arabs. All 
Arab Communist leaders but one 
are either Orthodox Christians or 
Protestants, although the Arab 
population of Israel is almost 


equally divided between Christians 
and Moslems. 

Arab Communist leadership is 
concentrated jn Haifa because the 
city, with a sizable Arab popula- 
tion, 18 not under military govern- 
ment Among the leaders are 
foufig Toubi, M.K.. Hana Nakara, 
and Emil Touma. Other leaders 
live in. Nazareth: Emil Habibi, 
Salib Hanis, and the only Moslem 
Communist leader, Ahmed Has. 
The main concentration of Arab 
Communists is in Nazareth and the 
Villages of Western 
inhabited by Christians 


Historical reason 


Why ts the Christian element 
promiment in the Arab C ommunist 
movement. while the Moslems do 
not take to it so readily ? The fact 
that Christian Arabs are generally 
more educated and receptive to new 
ideas is considered only a secon- 
dary cause. The main reason is 
considered to be historical. From 
the time of the Crusader invasion 
of the Holy Land to the Western 
colonial conquest of the Middle 
Fast. the Moslem regarded the 
Christian as the Fifth Column of 
the West. The Arab Christian, in 
self-defence. had to prove his Arab 
nationalism to his Maslem com. 
patriots, who, by sheer weight of 
numbers. dominated the area To 
do this, the Christian Arabs often 
became more nationalist than the 
Moslem themselves 

Since it regards Israel as a tem: 
porary phenomenon, Christian 
Arah youth tries to prove. betore 
the hour of the Moslem conquest 

which thev consider inevitable— 
their lovaltv to the Arab cause. And 
this in spite of the tact that Mos- 
lems have repeatedly shown their 
mistrust of the Christian com-

Marghantta Laskis lengthy study 
of ecstatic experrences ts the first 
detailed work on the subject, In 
addition to questionnaires she sent 


to people from different walks of life, 
the author uses as her source material 
the standard works religious 
experience as well as descriptions of 
Similar phenomena in world litera- 
ture. Her maim conclusion js that 
ecstasy 1 an authentic and widely- 
shared expericnce. which need be 
explained neither in terms of morbid 
conditions nor as some kind of direct 
contact with the divine. 

It is a pity that Miss Laski has not 


consulted any Jewish mystical texts. 
The present reviewer has recently 
been working on the very remark- 


able “Tract on Ecstasy,” by Rabbi 
Dobh Baer Schneori, an early nine- 
teenth century analysis made with 
acute insight this work, which 
deserves to be better known than it 


is. contains a wealth of material 
relevant to the discussion For 
instance. Rabbi Dobh Baer distin- 
guishes between real and spurious 
ecstas Ihe person experiencing 
the former is unaware that he is 


having the experience, since the «lf 
able to see itself in the act of enjoy- 
ment is a self not fully absorbed. 
Dobh Bacr illustrates the distinc- 
tion by reference to an “ ecstasy of 
anger.” (Miss Laski, somewhat 
arbitrarily. contines the term 
“ecstasy " to the joyful.) The man 
in a race who is sufficientls detached 
to be alle to know that he is angry 
is not wholly consumed by its flames. 
Similarly, Dobh Baer. a devotee 
of music who enjoys his enjoyment 
of music is far removed from the 
state of total absorption in melody. 
Dobh Baer uses the term ecstasy 
(Hebrew. fithpa ‘aiuth) to embrace 
many kinds of experience. as does 
Miss Laski, but he differs from her 
in secing the highest and most 
authentic type of rapture im prayer as 


the soul's actual of Csod I hese 
and many more insights are to be 
found in the “ Tract on Ecstasy.” 


Miss Laski cannot, of course, be 
blamed for ignoring a work of which 
few have heard. But it is somewhat 
remarkable that her bibliography 
ignores all Jewish authorities on the 
subject. such as, for example, Ger- 
shom Scholem’s “ Major Trends in 
Jewish Mysticism.” Perhaps this is 
as good an opportunity as any of 
reminding people interested in the 
subject that the Christian, Moslem, 
and far Eastern authors are not the 
only masters of the contemplative 
life, and that the voice of Judaism 
speaks im this field as well as in 
others in strong accents, if only the 
barriers of language and unfamiliar- 
ity can be broken down.

This widely translated novel is st 
in Prague during the German occupa- 
tion and is concerned with the brief, 
tragic love story of a seventeen-year- 
old Czech boy and a young Jewish 
girl, a fugitive from deportaton, 
whom he shelters. Paul, the Romeo 
of the story, is a brooding adolescent 
uhose growing pains are complicated 
by resentment over the cruel, incom- 
prehensible adult world of war. The 
character, of course, is familiar, but 
here he is freshly realised. an inno- 
cent tormented by obscure guilt, 
baffled by questions to which there 
could be noo answer. The Juliet, 
Esther, is in contrast a dream figure 
and one could imagine a boy of that 
time and place, longing for chivalry 
and romantic love. creating precisely 
the fantasy situation of the young 
captive Jewess that the novel explores. 

Doubtless this partly explains the 
appeal that the book undoubtedly 
has had in Europe. From the moment 
that Juliet-Esther appears we enter 
the dream. Paul sits on a bench in 
the park at night and the girl seems 
to’ materialise from nowhere. “At 
first he was so deep in his own 
thoughts that he did not really notice 


her She was just a shadow, an 
outine of a human body, nothing 
more.’ When he discovers her pre- 


dicament he takes her to his “ secret ”’ 
room. behind his father’s tailor shop, 
and -she remains locked there, his 
OWN possession. 

the episode is skilfully explored 
for all its possibilities of poignancy 
and charm, but Esther never really 
comes to life as a believable, suffer- 
ing girl and the tragic nature of the 
situation remains unrealised. The 
story is soft at the centre, more 
babes in the wood than anything, 
and after squeezing out a sentimental

NAZI EXTERMINATION

The Destruction of the European 
Jews. By Ravt Hiserco. W. H. 
Allen. 8As. 


The destruction of the European 
Jews has yet to be described, though 
the story which confounds belief may 
well defy description. Certainly those 
who have endeavoured to tell it, e.2., 
Messrs. Reitlinger and Poliakov. 
inevitably left much scope for further 
research. Perhaps the only adequate 
effort will be a erand combined 
operation to produce something like 
a “Cambridge History” of the 
Churban. ‘for the present. none of 
the available accounts will remain 
unruffled by the Eichmann trial, and 
it therefore seems a pity that Dr. Hil- 
bere’s massive volume, which took 
12 years to compile, was completed 
just when the printed evidence gained 
fresh life in the authentic tale told by 
the star witness himself. 

Fven so this is an impressive 
presentation of the facts, and solid 
scholarship has documented them to 
an extent and in a depth unmatched 
so far. The process of destruction 
has been systematically traced, and 
scores of unusual tables and charts 
effectively illustrate it. For the first 
time a compact and extensive survey 
has been made of the looting opera- 
tion on which the murderers hoped 
to grow rich, though in fact ther 
crime did not pay: “The destruc- 
tion of the Jews . imposed a strain 
upon the administrative machine 
already overburdened to the 
utmost by war preparations and by 
war itself.” 

Besides, it was riddled with cor- 
ruption, not only materially but also 
morally. Even an SS. chief found 
his gang eventually reduced to “ cither 


neurotics or savages.” In an original 
effort to arrive at conclusions which 
are stimulating even if not always 
convincing, Dr. Hilberg examines the 
“rationalisations of criminality’ 
which enabled those who were “no 
antisemites ” to maintain their self- 
respect by distinguishing between 
personal feeling and “ duty.” 

Moreover, if the Germans indulged 
in “rationalisations,” so did Jews. 
Dr. Hilberg is probably the first to 
tackle the painful question why, on 
the whole, Jews would not defy their 
persecutors. He thinks they “dealt 
with their resistance in. much the 
same way as the Germans dealt with 
their consciences.” 


Rationalisation 


That “rationalisation™ is seen to 
be at work even now—in distinctions 
drawn between “good Germans” 
and “bad Germans.” because Jews 
“must find some justification for the 
rapid—-almost hurried —normalisation 
of their relations with Germany.” At 


least in the Gola. In Israel. D1 
Hilbere observes. there is ~~ no 
longer any need rationalise 


impotence with forgiveness.” 

But is this really so? By no sign 
has Isracl vel shown that she will for 
ever refuse to forgive. Dr. Hilbere 
himself makes short shrift of the 
argument when he remarks: “The 
entire Jewish tradition hampers the 
development of a general hostility 
pattern.” After all we do not now 
think the worse of Spain which per- 
secuted Jews. or of England for that 
matter, and as for Germany, she was 
once, less than fifty years ago. hailed 
as the saviour of persecuted Jewry 
We do forgive. and perhaps we ought 
too long as we never, never forget

medieval. He arrived there by two 
days of travelling m a bullock cart 
from the railhead. on unmade roads, 
lying on the floor of the cart, on mail- 
hags. The contrast between this and 
Edwardian London and Cambridge 
struck him forcibly. He was only 
just in time. When he went back a 
year later the railway had been com- 
pleted. 

The book is also very interesting 
as the record of the reactions of a 
highly educated Fdwardian Fnelish- 
man to the Impcrial idea. Woolf 
displays the same arrogance and dis- 
regard of other people's feelings as 
was evinced in his previous volume, 
“Sowing.” But he despises, almost 
invariably, and dislikes, not quite so 
regularly. only his fellow-whites. He 
keeps a pair of rose-coloured spec- 
tacles for the peoples of Ceylon. 
He understood them, he treated them 
severely but fairly, he fought their 
battles. and when he resigned from 
the Civil Service it was because he 
could not bear the thought of becom- 
ing a Governor, which, typically, he 
was sure he would: he records that 
if he had failed to marry Virginia 
Stephen he would very happily have 
considered spending the rest of his 
life ruling a district. Small wonder 
that when he returned to Ceylon in 
1960 he was received with honour 


and respect by the rulers and people 
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of that independent member of the 
Commonwealth 

lt is a far cry from his origins in 
Victorian Anglo-Jewry It es typical 
of the author that the only references 
to thines Jewish in the book are a 


passing allusion to the Dreyfus Case 
and a condescending admission that 
there ws something to be said, from 
the practical point of view, for 
Judaism as a religion which is other- 
wise “too hard, formal, and hostile 
to the infidel to have any appeal 
for him. One wonders if he reflected, 
as he wrote these adjectives, how

ROMANCE AND 
TRAGEDY 
Ry EMANUEL LITVINOFF 
Romeo and Juliet and the Dark- 


ness. By Jan Orcenasex. Prague - 
4riia. London distributors: Collet. 
3s. 6d. 


This widely translated novel is sect 
in Prague during the German occupa- 
tion and is concerned with the brief, 
tragic love story of a seventeen-year- 
old Czech boy and a young Jewish 
girl, a fugitive from deportation, 
whom he shelters. Paul, the Romeo 
of the story, is a brooding adolescent 
whose growing pains are complicated 
by resentment over the cruel, incom- 
prehensible adult world of war. The 
character, of course, is familiar, but 
here he is freshly realised. an inno- 
cent tormented by obscure guilt, 
baffled by questions to which there 
could be no answer. The Juliet, 
Esther, is in contrast a dream figure 
and one could imagine a boy of that 
time and place, longing for chivalry 
and romantic love, creating precisely 
the fantasy situation of the young 
captive Jewess that the novel explores. 

Doubtless this partly explains the 
appeal that the book undoubtedly 
has had in Europe. From the moment 
that Juliet-Esther appears we enter 
the dream. Paul sits on a bench in 
the park at night and the girl seems 
to materialise from nowhere, “At 
first he was so deep in his own 
thoughts that he did not really notice 
her She was just a shadow, an 
outline of a human body, nothing 
more.” When he discovers her pre- 
dicament he takes her to his “ secret ”’ 
room. behind his father’s tailor shop, 
and she remains locked there, his 
OWN possession. 

Ihe episode is skilfully explored 
for all its possibilities of poignancy 
and charm, but Esther never really 
comes to life as a believable, suffer- 
ing girl and the tragic nature of the 
situation remains unrealised. 
story is soft at the centre, more 
babes in the wood than anything, 
and after squeezing out a sentimental 
tear one forgets it. 


NAZI EXTERMINATION 


By C. C. ARONSFELD 


The Destruction of the European 
Jews. By Ract Hitperc. W. H. 
Allen. 8As. 


The destruction of the European 
Jews has yet to be described, though 
the story which confounds belief may 
well defy description. Certainly those 
who have endeavoured to tell it, e.z., 
Messrs. Reitlinger and Poliakov, 
inevitably left much scope for further 
research. Perhaps the only adequate 
effort will be a grand combined 
operation to produce something like 
a “Cambridge History” of the 
Churban. For the present. none of 
the available accounts will remain 
unruffied by the Eichmann trial, and 
it therefore seems a pity that Dr. Hil- 
bere’s massive volume, which took 
12 years to compile, was completed 
just when the printed evidence gained 
fresh life in the authentic tale told by 
the star witness himself. 

Even so this is an impressive 
presentation of the facts, and solid 
scholarship has documented them to 
an extent and in a depth unmatched 
so far. The process of destruction 
has been systematically traced, and 
scores of unusual tables and charts 
effectively illustrate t. For the first 
time a compact and extensive survey 
has been made of the looting opera- 
tion on which the murderers hoped 
to grow rich, though in fact their 
crime did not pay “The destruc- 
tion of the Jews . . . imposed a strain 
upon the administrative machine 

already overburdened ‘to the 
utmost by war preparations and by 
war itself.” 

Besides, it was riddled with cor- 
ruption, not only materially but also 
morally. Even an S.S. chief found 
his gang eventually reduced to “ cither 


neurotics or savages.” In an original 
effort to arrive at conclusions which 
are stimulating even if not always 
convincing, Dr. Hilberg examines the 

“rationalisations of criminality’ 
which enabled those who were “no 
antisemites " to maintain their self- 
respect by distinguishing between 
personal feeling and “ duty. 

Moreover, if the Germans ‘indulged 
in “rationalisations,” so did Jews. 
Dr. Hilberg is probably the first to 
tackle the painful question why, on 
the whole, Jews would not defy their 
persecutors. He thinks they “ dealt 
with their resistance in much the 
same way as the Germans dealt with 
their consciences.” 


Rationalisation 
That “rationalisation” is seen to 
be at work even now—in distinctions 
drawn between “good Germans” 
and “bad Germans.’ because Jews 
“must find some justification for the 
rapid—-almost hurried — normalisation 
of their relations with Germany.” At 


least in the Gola. In Israel, Dr. 
Hilbere observes, there is “no 
longer any need to rationalise 


impotence with forgiveness.” 

But is this really so”? By no sign 
has Israel vet shown that she will for 
ever refuse to forgive. Dr. Hilbere 
himself makes short shrift of the 
argument when he remarks: “The 
entire Jewish tradition hampers the 
development of a general hostility 
pattern.” After all we do not now 
think the worse of Spain which per- 
secuted Jews. or of England for that 
matter, and as for Germany, she was 
once, less than fifty years ago. hailed 
as the saviour of persecuted Jewry. 
We do forgive. and perhaps we ought 
to -so long as we never, never forget

The contrast between this and 
Edwardian London and Cambridge 
struck him forcibly. He was only 
just in time. When he went back a 
year later the railway had been com- 
pleted. 

The book is also very interesting 
as the record of the reactions of a 
highly educated Fdwardian Frelish- 
man to the Imperial wea. Woolf 
displays the same arrogance and dis- 
regard of other peoples feelings as 
was evinced in his previous volume, 
“Sowing.” But he despises, almost 
invariably, and dislikes. not quite so 
regularly, only his fellow-whites. He 
keeps a parr of rose-coloured spec- 
tacles for the peoples of Ceylon. 
He understood them, he treated them 
severely but fairly, he fought their 
battles, and when he resigned from 
the Civil Service it was because he 
could not bear the thought of becom- 
ing a Governor, which, typically, he 
was sure he would: he records that 
if he had failed to marry Virginia 
Stephen he would very happily have 
considered spending the rest of his 
life ruling a district. Small wonder 
that when he returned to Ceylon in 
1960 he was received with honour 
and respect by the rulers and people

The “blush” in a peach 
is no guide to ripeness. Keep 
them in a warm room for a day or 
two for the best juicy flavour. 

The apricot season now is short 
and sweet.

Look for the deep, golden colour 
for full ripeness, paler yellow for 
cooking.

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OBITUARY 


DR. JOSEPH L. TENENBAUM 


The death of Dr, Joseph L. Tenen- 
baum, which occurred in New York 
on Sunday, deprives American Jewry 
of one of its most dynamic and tireless 
opponents of Nazism and anti- 
semitism, cables our New York 
correspondent. 

A noted urologist, Dr. 
frequently negiected his practice, 
especially during the last war, to 
Organise and lead the anti-Nazi boy- 
cott against German imports. The 
Nazis denounced him on the radio as 
an enemy of the Third Reich. He 
was a delegate to the Paris Peace 
Conference in 1919 

Dr. Tenenbaum was Chairman of 
the Committee for Inter-American 
Co-operation and of the United 


MR. ADOLPH MICHAELSON 


Southend Jewry has been bereaved, 
writes our local correspondent, by the 
death, at the age of 77, of Mr. 
Adolph Michaelson. He settled in 
the town after his retirement as 
Superintendent (his wife, who sur- 
vives him, was the Matron) of the 
Jews’ Temporary Shelter, Aldgate, a 
post he held for 28 years from 1912. 

Mr. Michaelson was decorated with 
the Palms of the Order of the Crown 
by King Albert of the Belgians for 
his services to refugees during the 
First World War, a labour of love 
which he resumed first for the post- 
war transmugrants and then when the 
victims of Nazism began to pour into 
this country. 

From 1926 until 1944 he was Chair- 
man of the Ben Uri Art Society, 
which presented him with his bust in 
bronze by the late Avram Melnikoff. 

Mr. Michaelson, who did much to 
encourage Jewish education—he was 
a member of the Redmans Road Tal- 
mud Torah Committee for 25 years 
—was a regular worshipper at the 
Ceylon Road Synagogue, where he 
was a beloved figure, highly respected 
for his piety, quiet demeanour, and 
modest disposition.

Jewish War Effort; National Presi- 
dent of both the American and the 
World Federation of Polish Jews, a 
former Chairman and Vice-President 
of the American Jewish Congress, and 
a founder and executive member of 
the World Jewish Congress. He was 
also a member of the National Execu- 
tive of the Zionist Organisation of 
America. 

Born in Sassow, Poland, in 1887, 
Dr. Tenenbaum attended the Univer- 
sity of Vienna and received his M.D. 
degree from the University of Lwow. 
He served in the Austrian Medical 
Corps in the First World War and 
arrived in the United States in 1920. 
He established a solid reputation as 
a urologist but devoted much of his 
time to the Jewish question. publish- 
ing many books on the subject and 
especially concerning himself with the 
Nazi treatment of the Jews. His last 
book, just completed before his 
death, dealt with the attempts to save 
Jews from the Germans during the 
war. 

Dr. Tenenbaum died in Maimonides 
Hospital, Brooklyn, where he was a 
consultant for many years 


MRS. FANNY BERNSTEIN 


With the death of Mrs, Fanny 
Bernstein, the Merthyr Jewish com- 
munity mourns its matriarch, writes 
our Cardiff correspondent. Mrs. 
Bernstein, who was 91, was dearly 
loved, esteemed, and respected by 
Jew and Gentile alike. She came to 
South Wales from Vilna 70 years 
ago, and endeared herself to all by 
her many acts of charity. She was 
the founder and President of the 
Merthyr Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society and was devoted to the syna- 
gogue, where she was a regular wor- 
shipper until a few weeks before her 
death. She was a pioneer supporter 
of the Penylan Home for Aged Jews 
and of all Isracli causes. 


THE LATE COLONEL A. M. 
LYONS 


Mr. MIcHAEL WALLACH, Secretary 
to the Office of the Chief Rabbi, 
writes: I was privileged to know 
Colonel Lyons for only about a year. 
but in that time came to admire and 
respect his intellectual endowment, 
and above all his unswerving lova'ty. 
to Judaism. When the Chief Rabbi 
was seeking a Chairman for his Com- 
mittee of Enquiry into Kosher Meat 
Prices, he turned to Colonel Lyons as 
a distinguished lawyer and one who 
was both an observant Jew himself 
and concerned for the preservation of 
Judaism, who though not in the lime- 
light took an active part and lively 
interest in many facets of Jewish 
activity. Colonel Lyons did not spare 
himself in discharging a difficult task 
and it ts tragic that he did not live 
to see its fulfilment. 


MR. H. ROSTON 


The death last week of Mr. Hyman 
Roston in Petah Tiqva was a sad 
blow to many friends in the Wemblicy 
community and within a wider circle 
of friends in London, writes Rabbi 
M. Berman. A man of great per- 
sonal charm, commanding personality, 
and an abiding and abounding love 
for Judaism, he never failed to make 
an instant impression upon all who 
met him. 

From the time he first came to 
live in Wembley at the end of the 
war until he retired to Israel two 
years ago he exercised a tremendous 
influence upon the whole of the 
Wembley congregation. He served 
the synagogue for a number of years 
as Warden, all the time consciously 
influencing a raising of the religious 
standard of observance of traditional 
Judaism, integrating within his prac- 


tice a modern approach to the 
religious problems of our times. He 
was an erudite scholar who con- 
ducted Talmud shiurim in the 


Wembley Synagogue. for which he 
was singularly suited by possessing a 
lucid and clear manner of exposition. 

The tragic loss in an accident in 
Switzerland of a gifted son was a 
terrible bereavement that the Roston 
family bravely bore with courage and 
fortitude. 

Mr. Roston is survived by his 
widow, a son, and a daughter. 


MR. ABRAHAM REINGAND 


Mr. GERSHON ELLENBOGEN writes: 
Mr. Abraham Reingand, who died on 
Saturday, came to this country from 
Russia in 1920 as a director of the 
Russo-British Bank. In 1930, in con- 
junction with his brother-indaw, Mr 
M. Lewin, he set up a techno-plastics 
factory in Dunstable : its production 
contributed greatly to the war effort 


Mr. Reingand was a keen supporter 
of the J.P.A., the Technion.

TS a queer old world. Last 

week ATV presented a twenty- 

minute programme fhe 
plight of friendless old people this 
Christmas and the way that young 
people are helping them. Two 
hundred teenagers from all over 
London visit these forgotten old 
people of the East End every week 
to chat, to do odd jobs, and per- 
haps above all to bring news of 
the outside world to their drab, 
monotonous lives. 

The spokesman for youth was 
22-year-old Anthony Steen, of St. 
John's Wood, a law graduate, who 
pioneered the idea from his own 
club, the Bernhard Baron Settle- 
ment. Anthony ts a man of ideas 
and of action. and his scheme 
travelled. Backed by the LC C., 
he has spoken two 35 youth clubs 
in Stepney. Shoreditch, and Shad- 
well on practical aid for the aged. 
Seme 70 per cent of bis audiences 
volunteered, and carly mext year 
he will cxplaim his scheme to 40 
A.J.Y. clubs 

Over half the teenagers on this 
Christmas programme were lews. 
A membcr of the Becfeaters 
(tecnage Aid Committee for the 
Hackney Kosher Meals-on-Wheels 
service) who take out the elderly 
at week-ends. was on the pro- 
gramme to describe their work. 
So was Frances Ruskin, a mem- 
‘ber of Victoria Club. 

Today teenagers, Jewish and 
non-Jewish, coloured and white, 
visit the elderly of the East End, 
the men and women whose own 
children or grandchildren have 
moved away or just “don't want 
to know.” 


Are they callous ? 


Anthony Steen believes in mix- 
ing all kinds of people in his 
work. Working together is the 
only way to break down barriers 
of fear and prejudice,” he says 
“Some old people m the East End 
have learnt about Chanucah 
throuch our teenage scheme.” 

On West End teenagers. Anthony 
has some pretty hair-raising things 
to say: Jewish youngsters with 
cars and with plenty of moncy 
cant be bothered to give up an 
evening fer the elderly. This is 
what he says. But is this really 
so’? Are our teenagers beyond 
the WNarth-West barrier just a 
bunch of callous good-timers ” 

in Manchester ths month, a 
B.B.C. TV film on the Jewish 
community included imterviews 
with young people on the question 
of inter-marriage. One answer 
from a teenager was that whiiec he 
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Rcctrait in black and white 


was prepared to date a Christian 
partner he would not go as far as 
marriage. This kind of attitude, 
which is both unfair and dishonest 


to both parties, creates a bad 
impression. It implies that Jews 
have two standards, one for 


ourselves and one for the others. 
Marrying within the faith is, per- 
haps. the only hope for Jewish 
survival. But # should aot be at 
the expense of other people. In 
this film. Manchester teenagers 
were micrviewed as representatives 
of the whole Jewish people. 

In the interview on the * Christ- 
mas spirit.” however. all reference 
to Jews was omitted. Even the 
word “kosher” was left out from 
the reference to the Hackney 
Meals-on-Wheels service. It's a 
queer old world.

OBITUARY —continved) 
MR. LOUIS COOPER 


The death of Mr. Louis N. Cooper 
takes from the scene of Jewish letters 
one who played an important, though 
characteristically unobtrusive, part, 
writes Mrs. ABRAHAMS. 
A publisher in a small way, Mr. 
Cooper was the originator of the first 
Jewish omnibus of short stories 
“ Yisroél,” which he published in 
1933. The very tithe which he chose 
was a challenge at the time when 
the Nazis had just come to power 
and the fascist party was taking root 
in England. Mr. Cooper was 
unassuming im appearance and in 
manner; but those who knew him 
and enjoyed his friendship knew also 
his fine inner quality and his zeal for 
Jewish interests and letters. He will 
be sorely missed by his many friends 
~—Ordinary as well as literary. Not 
least for his hearty common 
sense and inimitable cockney humour 


‘THE LATE MR. HARRIS 


COHEN 
Mr. E. Fexton, Secretary of the 
Liverpool Board of Guardians, 


writes: Mr. Cohen was always con- 
cerned with the poor, and considered it 
of paramount imporiance to influence 
people to give to charity. Possessed of 
a forthnight manner he was never at a 
loss to give his opinion, and the clear 
understanding he possessed was com- 
bined with a warm heart and a deep 
concern for all matters Jewish. 
Although he never completely 
mastered the English language. he 
would, in his miature of Yiddish, 
Hebrew, and English give profound 
advice and offer constructive criticism 
at meetings. He had a unique per- 
sonality, and our social work will be 
the poorer by his passing. 


HERR JOACHIM LIPSCHITZ 


Herr Joachim Lipschitz, the West 
Berlin Senator of Interior Affairs, 
died on Monday at the age of 43, our 
Berlin correspondent reports. One 
of West Berlin's most agile young 
Social Democrat politicians, Herr 


Lipschitz was a sincere friend of the | 


Jews and of Israel. As head of the 
West Berlin Indemnification Office he 
did his best to achieve a quick and 
satisfactory settlement of claims. by 
vicums of Nazi persecution. 

Senator Lipschitz visited Britain in 
1957 to meet Jewish victims of the 
Nazi tyranny and to hear pleas for 
expedition of their compensation 
claims. He also visited Israel later 
that year for the same purpose and 
was the guest of the Reparations 
Corporation.

RIGHTS ISSUE AND THE 
BALANCE-SHEET 


The event of the year most directly 
affecting stockholders was the rights 
issue which was made during the spring. 
The result of this offer to subscribe for 
fresh capital, the first since 1947, may 
be of interest. Out of 10,879 stock- 
holders, no less than 10.269 exercised 
their rights. In addition, applications 
totalling 1,288,465 shares were received 
for the 188,075 shares which were 
offered to round off the capital to 
£17 million. This mark of confidence in 
the future of our bank, coming at a 
time of mcreasing puitiical and business 
uncertainty, has been a great encourage- 


ment, Whatever the immediate future 
may hold I believe that in the lon 
run this confidence will be justified. 


Ihe urge for higher living standards 
in the under-developed countries, par- 
ticularly in those which have newly 
found their independence, is a dynamic 
influence and the need for services of 
the kind that this bank can offer is 
likely to grow in the years to come. 

Ihe results for the year show an 
increase in profits, after tax, of £128,653, 
or 8&8 per cent. The increase would 
have been considerably larger had it 
not been for the higher rate of profits 
tax, which is beginning to bear heavily 
upon us. Of all the taxes which have 
been introduced in recent times this, in 
my view, is one of the most insidious, 
being not only temptingly easy to anply 
but potentially devastating in its effect 
On progressive businesses. 

The sudden, sharp increases in bank 
rate which we have experienced from 
ume to time in recent years are indi- 
cauve of the disorders in our economic 
body. 

Dislocations in the money market and 
violent fluctuations in security values 
are the consequences that might be 
expected to bear most directly on the 
accounts of the bank. It is, however, 
the effect on conditions in our overseas 
territories and the strains which these 
sudden changes impose on the whole 
sterling area to which | should par- 
cularly draw attention, We have, per- 


haps, been too much absorbed in our 
own problem to pay sufficient atten- 
tion to the difficulties that these have 


caused, and are causing, to others. 

It is not enough for us to be able 
'o say that the exchange value of 
sterling has been maintained by the 
higher bank rate. The price has been 
much dislocation of business and 
indditional cost to borrowers throughout 
most, if not all, of the territories with 
which we as a bank are concerned. 


High interest rates in the United 
Kingdom have not only increased the 
burden of servicing the internal debt 


and ratsed the cost of financing exports, 
but, by stepping up the bill for interest 
on overseas balances held in London, 
they further aggravate the payments 
problem. The depreciation in Govern- 
ment securities, also, has _ inflicted 
embarrassing losses on overseas holders. 

Perhaps the worst aspect of all this, 
however, from the standpoint of our 
overseas territories is the extra difficull 
and expense involved in raising fres 
capital. Even when this can be 
obtained the cost is likely to compare 
unfavourably with rates quoted else- 
where. In other words, London, as the 
finaticial centre of, and banker to, the 
sterling area, may become uncompcti- 
live. The consequences could be 
serious both for London and for the 
Borrower, who might be driven to 
accept aid with political “ strings 
attached. 

ik is hardly necessary to stress here 
the immense value of the smoothly 
working mechanism of the sterling area 
to our trade and, indeed, to world trate 
as a whole, as well as to the commodity 


and other international markets, so 
many of which are concentrated in 
London. If. however. the centre ts to 


be perpetually subjected to shocks of the 
kind we have been experiencing the 
whole structure mus inevitably be 
weakened. While the effect of these 
shocks is far-reaching they are in them- 
selves only the symptoms of a more 
rious imbalance. 


NEED TO FACE THE TRUTH 


The truth is that monetary measures 
are no in themselves a cure for our 
troubles, which stem from the fact that 
we are living beyond our means. We 
are told that there is danger in over- 
simplication, and this is true. But it 
is More pom gang still to complicate an 
issue to such an extent that the simple 
truth is obscured. 

Mr. Micawber’s famous dictum: 
“ Annual income twenty pounds, annual 
expenditure nineteen nineteen  six— 
result, happiness. Annual income 
twenty pounds, annual expenditure 
twenty pounds, ought and six—result 
misery "’ has its message for us today. 

Our only sound course today is to 
reduce our problem to its simplest terms. 
Since when have the British people been 
unable to face the plain truth without a 
gloss on it? The problems of living with 
prosperity may prove as testing for 

ritain as the years of austerity through 
which she has so recently passed. Her 
people then gave convincing proof of 
their steadfastness when they knew that 
what was ut slake was nothing less than 
survival,

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Kaye goes “straight” 
POCKET-SIZE ANDROCLES 


There is a popular adage which 
claims that inside every comedian 
there is potential Hamict 
struggling to get out, And pocket- 
size comedian Davy Kaye, who 
has turned to “straight” acting 
after 25 years in light entertain- 
ment, is convinced that it is true. 

When I interviewed him in the 
star dressing-room at the Mermaid 
Theatre, shortly before he got 
iMto ancient Roman attire and 
went on stage to play the lead in 
Shaw's “ Androcles and the Lion,” 
Mr. Kaye commented: “ You 
have to be a good actor to be a 
clown. After all, you don't always 
feel like ‘funny, 

Having already appeared in 

“The Bishop's Bonfire” (again 
at the Mermaid) and the ill-fated 
“ Belle” (in which he played 16 
different characters), Mr. Kaye is 
now looking forward to his début 
in Shakespeare. He is scheduled 
to play “ Feste in the Mermaid 
production of “ Twelfth Night” 
next year. 

Financial difficulties nearly 
prevented him from going on the

Stage at all. “All my life I've 
wanted to be in show business. 
I used to be in the school plays 

. Mainly im comedy, because 
of my size. But we were very 
poor, and [I had to bring in 
money.” 

So the stage-struck boy started 
his working life as a salesman in 
an East End wholesale firm. But 
soon afterwards, in 1936, he won a 
talent contest at the Mile End 
Empire. and thereafter 
launched upon his life in show- 
business 

For his own two children, the 
road to stardom is likely to be 
less stony. Twelve-year-old Kap- 
lan ws now playing “ Randolph 
Macafee™ in “Bye Bve Birdie” 
at Her Majesty's Theatre, and his 
nine-year-old sister, Melody, 
attends a dancing school, prepar- 
ing for a stage career. 

Though drama may give more 
“personal satisfaction,” the value 
of comedy is not to be underrated. 
Mr. Kaye had this forcibly 
brought home to him when, a few 
years ago, he set up a “ joke- 
service” at his own home in 
Chiswick, inviting members of the 
public who felt depressed to tele- 
phone him for a verbal pick-me- 
up. It lasted fortnight—afteéer 
bringing him more calls than he 
could deal with 


| asked Mr. Kaye how he dealt 


with his own depressed moods 
Hobbies. it seems, are the 
comedian’s cure for gloom, “~ My 
favou recreation 1S snooker, 


because you really have to con- 
centrate on it and so forget 
everything else. And I listen to a 
lot of music: I can listen just 
as easily to “Swan Lake’ as to 
roc« roll. depending on the 
mood I'm in And Jewish music. 
too. I love Yiddish songs and 
cantori:! chants.” 


Reared in a strictly traditional 


Jewish home a re, Mr. 
Kaye admits that he is no longer 
observant. “It's very difficult in 
our profession to keep it up... .” 

His profession, though, does 
make him more keenly aware of 
the differing tastes of Jewish and 
non-Jewish audiences. “It's quite 
true that Jews enjoy a different 
kind of humour. What kind ? 
Why Jewish humour, of course.” 
But when I asked him to define 
“Jewish humour,” he found it 
almost impossible. 

Mr. Kaye admits to no ambi- 
tions outside his career. “ People 
say | work too hard, but the truth 
is I'm never really happy except 
in the theatre, or among theatre 
people. I don’t crave for sensa- 
tional stardom; it’s so much 
easier to keep a happy medium, 
and just jog along. I've never yet 
known what it is to be out of 
work; I've gone from one show 
into another without ever becom- 
ing a star. And | think I'm 
happier that way. 

“Plans for the future? My 
great ambition now is to do a 
good film. 

“1 should like plays, 
too; Tve produced pantomimes 
for the past 15 years, as well as 
acting in them myself. But I think 
it's very difficult to combine the 
two. People who produce plays 
they're appearing in tend to ignore 
themselves and concentrate on the 
other players. 

“Writing? I write my own 
pantomimes, but I don't think I 
could ever be another Wolf 
Mankowitz. He's a great friend 
of mine >-he wrote my part in 
‘Belle’ specially for me. Actually, 
it was mainly due to him that I 
took up drama; it was he who 
said I could be a great actor. I 
hope that doesn’t sound con- 
ceited. 

As though to reassure him, 
Bernard Miles, owner of the 
Mermaid, came bursting into the 
dressing-room. “Give him a 
good write-up,” he boomed, on 
learning why I was there. “ And 
see that you quote this: ‘It was 
a lucky day for the Mermaid 
Theatre when I first met Davy 
Kaye in Yarmouth -six years 
ago.
